Washington, April 25.—While influ­ 
ences that originally were critical of 
the Washington administration's policy 
of enforcing reprisals against Huerta 
now’ are exclaiming “ On to Mexico!”

Every available American warship 
was plowing southward for the Mexi­ 
can coasts on the Atlantic and the Pa­ 
cific and a full brigade of the first 
army division was departing In trans­ 
ports from Galveston for Vera Cruz, 
The arrival of this expedition will 
give the United State« about ten thou­ 
sand troops at the Mexican seaport, to 
hold the place or begin operations to­ 
ward the City of Mexico.

Americans working on other railroads 
in Mexico, have been discharged ae a 
result of the present war situation. 
About eighty per cent of the employes 
on the Tehuantepec railroads were 
Americana, said Secretary Bryan. 
He 
added that urgent efforts were being 
made to get these men out of Mexico. 
Discuss Laredo Battle. 
The firing at Laredo formed the 
principal subject of the night confer­ 
ence. but little Importance was at­ 
tached to it. Full reports of the clash 
had been received at the war depart­ 
ment and were taken by Secretary 
Garrison to the conference. 
There was activity in every depart­ 
ment of the government all day and 
evening. 
Officials of both army and navy con­ 
tinued their plans for the holding of 
Vera Cruz, the care of refugees, the 
provisioning of American forces and 
the maintenance of a strict border pa­

lOOOO RIELES AND HALF MILLION 
ROUNDS OF AMMUNITION LAND 
ED ON COAST LAST NIGHT. 


Belfast, Ireland, 
Apr. 25— Forty 
thousand rifles and 
half a million 
rounds of ammunition, from factories 
in Germany, were landed at isolated 
points on the coast of Ulster, Ireland, 
during last night and were distribut­ 
ed 
by two 
hundred 
automobiles, 
which, under secret orders and a per­ 
fect system of management, took the 
munitions of war to 
various head­ 
quarters of the Ulster "Volunteers.” 


The th-eatening war clouds which 
are gathering over this country this 
month makes the sixteenth anniver­

The dictator’s alleged orders 
"were based on rumors he had received 
that Mexicans were being detained 
here. 


Vera Cruz, April 25.—Marino scouts

Rear Admiral Badger says 
his forces are so strongly posted that 
lie expects no attack from the Mexi­ 
cans for the present. 
Seven Americans Periled. 
Seven Americans, prisoners of Mex­ 
ican soldiers, are being held at Cordo­ 
ba or Orizaba, on the line of the Mex­ 
ican railway between here and the 
capital, four of w'hom at least are 
threatened with execution, according 
to authentic information received here. 
Four of the Americans were taken 
trom a train on the Vera Cruz-Isthmus 
•line at Tierra Blanca and further along 
at 
Motzolongo station 
three other 
Americans and an Englishmen were 
seized. 
Police court affairs in Vera Cruz 
•were administered by a naval lieuten­ 
ant, who was kept busy hearing the 
cases of Mexicans picked up by the 
pajfrols or arrested during the recent 
fighting. 
lie proved to ho a lenient 
'magistrate much to the surprise of 
the Mexicans, many of whom believed 
the “ gringos” would order their execu­ 
tion. 
Much of the w'ork of reorganizing 
affairs in the city has been forced on 
the naval officers, and Consul Canada, 
and his staff, Including C. E. MacEach- 
i-an, former secretary of J ohn Lind, 
are keeping long hours at business.

Washington, D. C., Apr. 
25— Un­ 
confirmed rumors of the killing 
of 
Americans by mobs in Mexico City, 
the arrest of American railroad em­ 
ployes yesterday at Orizaba and the 
information that the American mili­ 
tary authorities in charge of 
Vera 
Cruz consider the situation in Mexico 
City and, in fact, throughout Mexico 
a grave one for all Americans still in 
the land, aroused more activity 
in 
the official circles at Washington to­ 
day. 
While the authorities were seeking 
verification of the disquieting reports 
from Mexico, Secretary Bryan held a 
conference with the Brazilian ambas­ 
sador in Washington concerning the 
arrest of nineteen Americans and one 
Englishman at Orizaba, Mex.. and in­ 
formed the Brazilian officer ihat the 
United States had requested the Bra­ 
zilian diplomat in Mexico City to seek 
the immediate release of the prison­ 
ers. The report that one prisoner has 
been executed by the Mexicans was de 
nied by Mr. Bryan. 


Answer Carranza. 
The state department of this gov­ 
ernment, in answer to the note from 
General Carranza of the Constitution 
alists, reiterates the intention of The 
United States to merely obtain repa­ 
ration for the insults of Huerta and 
not to engage in hostilities against 
the Constitutionalists. 


No Resignation. 
"The subject of my resignation has 
never been discussed by anybody nor 
thought of by me,” stated Secretary 
of State W. J . Bryan when asked re­ 
garding the rumor. 


Say Americans Killed.

Vera Cruz is Base. 


Washington, D. C., Apr. 25 — In 
case war is forced upon the 
United 
States by Mexican action or future de 
velopments, the base of 
operations 
would be Vera Cruz, upon which this 
country now holds and intends 
to 
keep a firm grip . 


The plan will be to confine the ad­ 
vance of the army activities, as near­ 
ly as possible, to territory which 
is 
now under the control 
of Dictator 
Huerta, with the capital, Mexico City, 
as the objective point of attack. 
It 
will be the government’s plan not to 
operate in rebel territory. 
The American government reports 
that the war department is now pre­ 
pared to send from twenty to thirty 
thousand men into the interior 
of 
Mexico if necessary.

‘Berlin, Ap ril, 25.—¡German mor­ 
alist« and artists are waging a battle j 
over the question of what are the 
limiiss of p rop riety in nude art. 
After a long camp aign for the “p ro j 
tection of the youth against filth in } 
word and p icture,” as the movement 
is termed, the moralists 
have suc­ 
ceeded in getting a bill before the 
Reichstag for a law stamp ing as in­ 
decent p ictures, which might "arouse 
the p hantasies of unrip e youth.” 
The Goethe Association of artists 
and literary men and women, has ris­ 
en in p rotest. At a recent meeting Dr. 
Ludwig Fulda referred to the recent 
decision of the Imp erial 
Sup reme 
Court in the cases arising from the 
confiscation by the p olice of a great 
quantity of p ostcard rep roductions! 
of famous p aintings. 
This 
court 
held that the p rovision of tlic; law 
stamp ed as indecent, works winch 
“tend tf» cause offense to or injure 
the feelings of modesty of a normal 
p erson,” clearly contemp lated a nor­ 
mal adult p erson, and that p ictures 
were not necessarily indencent from 
the 
mere 
fact 
that they 
might 
“arouse the p hantasies 
of 
unrip e 
youth.” 
The court also ruled that 
nudity is not in 
itself 
indecency. 
Tliis latter ruling, said Dr. Fulda,, 
was undoubtedly a vote of confidence 
in the Creator of all things. 
The measure to whirli the Goethe 
Association objects, seeks to counter­ 
act the ruling of the Sup reme Court. 
It p rovides that adults may legally 
“ fake offense” at p ictures, 
books, 
etc., which they consider a menace 
to youth. The term "normal p erson” 
is rep laced by “p erson” and the p ro­ 
vision of the existing law requiring 
that 
criminal 
intent 
be shown is 
drop p ed. 
Strong 0|>]M» sition. 
Dr. Fu’da, as well as the sp eak­ 
ers who followed him at the p ro­ 
test meeting, declared that the p ro­ 
p osed law would “p ut all Germans 
into the nursey.” 
Tt constituted an 
unreasonable guardianship of adults 
in its efforts to guard children. 
Tt 
would mea ntbat the works of ar- 
would he judged from the viewp oint 
of the immature, and that, 
would 
mean that in turn that art would he 
throttled. 
The Goethe Association, 
said Dr. Fulda, was laso interested 
in the welfare of the youth and their 
p rotection against evil 
influences, 
but this was the work of the family. 
The • -.rip eness of youth must not be 
mad 
die standard for judging work 
of .rt. 
Defenders of the p rop osed 
law. 
declare that, ap art from the recent 
p lnhtleatfd confiscations, 
whkli are 
generally admitted to 
have 
been 
rather ludicrous exhibitions of mis­ 
used zeal, both p ictorial and literary 
art have hern extended p rotection 
in Germany. 
The new 
law. 
they 
p oint out. is chiefly designed to do 
away with immodest exhibitions in 
shop wndows. 
A very considerable number oT ar- 
tests in Germany maintain that there 
is no p ossible subject which a p ain­ 
ter or 
sculp tor 
cannot 
p rop erly 
handle. 
If his work is artistic, they 
declare, it must bo free from inter­ 
ference, no matter what subject is 
rep resented. 
The views of tbs sckoo 
were recently summed up by a sat­ 
irical writer, as follows: 
“Tim test of whether a p ainting is 
a true work of art is this: If, if when 
•on look at it, it 
causes 
no evil 
thoughts that p roves that it 
is a 
work of art, 
Tf. it does cause evil 
thoughts, that p roves that you are a 
hog.”

Washingto n, April 25.—The v o lu n­ 
teer army bill went to President Wil­ 
so n fo r his signatu re, which will be 
affix ed pro bably to day . 
The senate witho u t debate passed 
the bill as agreed u po n by the co n­ 
ferees. The measu re then went to the j 
ho u se, which passed it. 
The bill empo wers the president to 
raise by pro clamatio n, after co ngress 
has giv en ex press au tho rity , an army 
o f v o lu nteers enlisted fo r fo u r-y ear 
serv ice. 
The qu o ta o f each state is based o n 
po pu latio n, and the call fo r tro o ps may 
be m ade when war ex ists, o r • while 
war Is imminent.” 
The president u n­ 
der the bill is giv en po wer to make 
the necessary regu latio ns fo r admit­ 
ting men to the serv ice. 
In additio n 
he is granted au tho rity to appo int the 
o fficers o f the v o lu nteer army , instead 
o f leav ing that fu nctio n to the go v ­ 
erno rs o f states. 
In him is v ested so le au tho rity to 
o rganize brigades and div isio ns with­ 
o u t regard to state lines, a pro v isio n 
ex pected to lead to ready abso rptio n 
o f the v o lu nteer fo rces by the regu lar 
army . 
In appo inting o fficers the president 
Is instru cted to giv e preference to men 
who 
hav e 
receiv ed 
ho no rable dis­ 
charge fro m the regu lar army , o r fro m 
the Natio nal Gu ard, o r men who are 
gradu ates o f military scho o ls. 
The bill, which is ex pected to be­ 
co me law to day , is intended to o v er­ 
co me the difficu lty o f taking Natio nal 
Gu ard o rganizatio ns intact into the 
serv ice o f the United States fo r fo r­ 
eign serv ice. 
Under ex isting co ndi­ 
tio ns the Natio nal Gu ard wo u ld be 
swo rn in as United States v o lu nteers 
first by co mpanies and then by regi­ 
ments. 
The v o lu nteer army bill is intended 
to meet the o bjectio n raised to the 
mo bilizatio n o f the Natio nal Gu ard fo r 
serv ice o u tside o f the United States.
